This  year's  graduating  class  made  the 
finest  record  on  the  College  Board  examina- 
tions which  the  school  has  ever  achieved. 
Forty  members  of  the  class  took  College 
Board  examinations  for  entrance  to  college, 
and  by  Commencement  Day  in  June,  1948, 
all  but  one  of  these  candidates  had  already 
been  notified  of  acceptance  at  the  college  of 
his  first  choice. 

In  addition,  22  more  members  of  the 
senior  class  secured  admission  to  colleges 
which  do  not  require  College  Board  examina- 
tions. This  makes  a  grand  total  of  61  seniors 
who  have  so  far  been  officially  admitted. 


ANNUAL  PARENTS'  DAY 

ATTRACTS  LARGE  ATTENDANCE 


On  Saturday,  October  16,  the  Academy 
played  host  to  fathers  and  mothers  of  stu- 
dents in  observance  of  its  second  Parents' 
Day.  The  celebration  was  intended  to  pro- 
vide an  opportunity  for  parents  to  meet  the 
members  of  the  faculty  and  each  other. 

The  day's  program  opened  at  1:00  p.m. 
with  three  athletic  events:  the  varsity  soccer 
team  played  the  Harvard  Freshmen  on 
Whipple  Field,  while  the  J.V.  soccer  team 
met  with  Georgetown  High  School  on  an- 
other part  of  the  same  field,  and  the  Pony 
football  team  played  the  Brooks  School  on 
Morse  Field.  At  2:30  the  varsity  football 
team  encountered  the  Harvard  Freshman  B 
team  on  Morse  Field. 

A  dinner  for  the  visiting  parents  and 
faculty  was  served  in  the  dining  room  at 
6:20,  followed  by  a  short  program  in  the 
Cobb  Room.  At  this  time  Dr.  Herbert  Ross 
Brown  of  the  English  department  at  Bow- 
doin  College  spoke  informally  to  those 
present.  Mr.  Benjamin  J.  Stone,  who  serves 
as  registrar  as  well  as  head  of  the  mathe- 
matics department  at  the  Academy,  spoke 
on  the  new  testing  program  at  Governor 
Dummer  and  on  reading  problems  today. 

The  speakers  were  introduced  by  Mr. 
Eames  who  extended  the  school's  greetings 
to  the  visiting  parents. 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  186th  year 
on  Tuesday,  September  21,  with  a  record  en- 
rollment of  2 14  boys.  Because  of  the  great 
number  of  well-qualified  applicants,  every 
room  was  filled  and  many  candidates  had  to 
be  refused  admission.  An  addition  to  Peirce 
Hall  made  space  available  for  ten  additional 
boys  as  well  as  for  an  instructor's  family. 

This  year  twenty-two  states  and  one 
foreign  country  are  represented  on  the 
Academy's  roster;  and,  as  usual,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  resident  students  come  from 
outside  New  England.  There  are  twenty-four 
boys  from  New  York,  twelve  from  New 
Hampshire,  eleven  from  Maine,  eight  each 
from  New  Jersey  and  Ohio,  seven  from 
Connecticut,  six  each  from  Illinois  and  Rhode 
Island,  three  each  from  Pennsylvania  and 
Texas,  and  two  each  from  Indiana  and 
Michigan.  California,  Kentucky,  Minnesota, 
Missouri,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma,  Ore- 
gon, Vermont,  and  Wisconsin  are  also  rep- 
resented on  the  roster,  as  is  Sweden. 


WALTER  H.  KILHAM,  SCHOOL 

ARCHITECT,  DIES  SUDDENLY 


Mr.  Walter  H.  Kilham,  for  many  years 
the  school  architect,  died  suddenly  on  Satur- 
day, September  11,  1948.  Mr.  Kilham  was 
founder  and  senior  partner  of  the  architec- 
tural firm  of  Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greeley  & 
Brodie  in  Boston.  He  was  born  in  Beverly, 
Massachusetts,  graduated  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology  in  1889, 
and  served  as  an  instructor  there  for  two 
years  before  becoming  an  architect. 

At  Governor  Dummer  Mr.  Kilham's  work 
is  represented  by  the  Phillips  Building,  con- 
structed in  1936,  by  the  addition  to  Perkins 
in  1944,  and  by  Ingham  House  in  1946.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  actively  working 
on  plans  for  the- new  gymnasium. 

The  Milestone  of  1941  was  dedicated  to 
Mr.  Kilham,  and  at  that  time  he  was  well 
known  to  many  of  the  students  in  the  school.

Membership  in  the  Educational  Records 
Bureau  and  an  enlargement  of  the  Acade- 
my's fall  testing  program  are  new  features 
of  the  academic  life  of  the  school.  These 
changes  in  school  policy  were  made  after  a 
careful  study  during  the  summer  by  Mr. 
Eames  and  Mr.  Stone. 

The  purpose  behind  these  changes  was  to 
plan  a  testing  program  which  would  be  more 
helpful  in  determining  the  aptitudes  of  each 
student  and  which  would  provide  more  data 
to  aid  the  administration  in  guidance  work. 
The  first  two  Saturday  mornings  of  the  school 
year  were  devoted  to  scholastic  aptitude, 
reading,  and  spelling  tests.  This  program  re- 
quired approximately  twice  as  much  time  as 
has  been  devoted  to  such  tests  in  recentyears. 

The  Educational  Records  Bureau,  an  or- 
ganization with  offices  in  New  York  City, 
makes  a  survey  of  the  available  standard 
tests  and  recommends  a  balanced  testing 
program  to  the  member  schools.  Tests  are 
provided  through  the  Bureau  and  are  re- 
turned to  the  Bureau  for  scoring.  The  results 
are  then  reported  to  the  schools,  together 
with  Independent  School  Norms  which  aid 
in  the  interpretation  of  the  scores.  It  will  be 
possible  to  determine  how  each  student  com- 
pares in  a  variety  of  academic  fields  with 
large  numbers  of  pupils  in  similar  schools.

GOVERNOR  DUMMER  TAKES 

OPENER  FROM  GROTON  20-0 


SOCCER  TEAM  TRIUMPHS 

OVER  BELMONT  HILL 


Opening  their  1948  season  on  October  2, 
the  Governor  Dummer  football  team  de- 
feated the  Groton  team  on  Morse  Field. 
Spearheaded  by  Captain  Brock  Martin,  the 
Governors  were  able  to  roll  up  a  total  of  20 
points,  while  Groton  was  held  scoreless. 

All  three  touchdowns  were  the  direct  re- 
sult of  long  drives.  The  new  and  powerful 
line  paved  the  way  as  John  Canepa  scored 
twice  and  Bud  Reed  once.  Extra  points  were 
added  with  a  place  kick  by  Phil  Hopkins 
and  a  run  by  John  Canepa. 

The  coaches  noted  that  this  year's  team 
was  considerably  more  advanced  than  any 
other  Governor  Dummer  team  of  recent 
years  had  been  in  the  opening  game.  They 
attribute  this  team's  superior  knowledge  of 
the  game  and  skill  in  the  fundamentals  to 
the  fact  that,  with  the  exception  of  one  man, 
the  entire  starting  line-up  had  seen  at  least 
some  action  with  the  Governors  in  preceding 
years. 


The  Governor  Dummer  soccer  team 
opened  the  season  on  October  9  with  a  2-0 
win  over  Belmont  Hill  on  Whipple  Field. 
The  much  improved  Belmont  team  battled 
the  Governors  evenly  in  the  first  period;  but 
early  in  the  second  period  Dave  Yesair 
booted  the  Governors  ahead  with  a  well 
executed  shot.  The  Governors  pressed 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  period  but 
failed  to  score  against  the  stubborn  Belmont 
team. 

In  the  third  period  the  Governors  forced 
the  play  constantly  into  Belmont  territory 
but  did  not  score  until  early  in  the  fourth 
period  when  Captain  John  Veasey  headed  a 
kick  centered  in  by  Sandy  McCully.  The 
score  remained  2-0  at  the  end  of  the  game. 
Captain  John  Veasey,  Ash  Eames,  and  Rob 
Deering  starred  for  the  Governors,  but  the 
whole  team  played  excellent  ball.
